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MARFA, Texas, Aug. 17:—Letters 
from Lieutenants Paul H. Davis and 
Harold G. Peterson, American Army 
@viators missing since last Sunday, 
Were received here~today at military 
headquarters. The letters stated the 
aviators were being held by bandits for 
$15,000 ransom somewhere in Mexico 
and were threatened with death unless 
the ransom was paid by Monday. A re- 
port was made. at once to Maj. Gen. 
Dickman, Commander of the Southern 
Department. 

An unconfirmed report also was. re- 
ceived here that the aviators were being 
beld at a point close to- the American 
border, and that Caico Cano, a famous 
bandit. of the Big Bend-Ojinaga district, 
wiis the leader of the bandit band hold- 
ing the aviators. 

Dawkins Kilpatrick of Candelaria, 
Texas, with whom the ransom .money 
was to be left, sent a message to the 
Mexican bandits late tonight urging 
them to postpone the time limit fixed 
in ‘the demand for the payment of the 
$15,000 ransom for the release of 
Affferican aviators until Wednesday be- 
cause of délay in receiving their de- 
mand at the border. , 

The whereabouts of the bandit ren- 
dezvous, from which the American 
aviators were believed to have sent their 
message, is unknown here. Because of 
the rugged, rough nature of the coun- 
try south of the border, location of the 
bandits’ camp by airplanes would be 
almost impossible. There are many box 
canyons in which they could hide with- 
out being detected from the air or by 
Mexican cavalry searching for them. 


EL PASO, Tex:, Aug. 17.—An official 
statement was issued at military head- 
quarters here tonight signed by Brig. 
Gen. James. B. Erwin, District Com- 
mander, announcing that Major L. A. 
Walton, commander of the aero unit 
“at, Fort Bliss, has received a_ message 
from the two missing aviators saying 
they had been captured by Mexicans and 
were being héld for’$15,000 ransom.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Until after 
the conference of President Wilson and 
the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee at the White House on Tuesday, no 
new move is contemplated in the fight of 
the Republican majority. for drastic 
changes in the Versailjes treaty.

While the position of the President, as 
expressed by Senator Hitchcock after 
his talk with Mr. Wilson last Friday, 
as against any reservations involving 
textual changes, is accepted by. the ma- 
jority as undoubtedly indicating the line 
on which the Executive will carry on 
the fight; ‘still they desire to hear from 
the President himself before deciding 
upon the policy to be usr gona in the 
Senate, 

Senator Lodge expects that ‘the treaty 
will be reported out of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee within ten days~ In

BERLIN, Aug: 15; (Associated -Press.) 
—The new, German Constitution, which 
was passed by the National Assembly 
after months of debate.and which be- 
came effective this week, is divided into 
two main parts—the ‘‘ composition and 
ties of the empire’’ and ‘‘the basic 
rights and basic duties of Germans." 
The first part consists of seven sections 
and the second of. five. 

The subdivisions of the first part are: 
The empire and individual States; the 
Reichstag, the Imperial President, Im- 
perial Government, Imperial Council, 
Imperial Legislation. and Imperial Ad- 
ministration of Jus Those 
second part are: ae eae 
ity of Life; Religion and Religious Soci- 
eties,' Education and Schools and Bco- 
nomic Life. The concluding part of the 
Constitution bears the title: ‘‘ Transi- 
tion Relations.’ 

The preamble to the Constitution be- 
gins as follows: 

‘The German people, united in its 
branches and inspired by the will to 
renew and strengthen ite .empire in 
freedom and justice, to further inner 
and| outer peace and social advance, 
has voted this Constitution.’’ 

Section 1° declares the German Em- 
pire is a Republican State, sovereignty 
being based on the people, It describes 
the territorial limits of the empire, es- 
tablishes the imperial colors as being 
black, red, and gold, and states that 
the generally recognized rules of inter- 
national law will be held as binding on 
the empire. The empire will have ex- 
clusive legislative rights governing for- 
eign affairs, colonies, citizenship, im- 
migration, defense, coinage, customs, 
posts, telegraphs, and long distance tele- 
phones, repopulation, motherhood, chil- 
dren, youth, health, labor insurance, 
protection to laborers and employes, 
confiscation, care of wounded soldiers 
and their relatives, socialization’ of na- 
tional resources, economic undertakings, 
manufacture, distribution, price fixing, 
economic production,. trade weights and 
measures, the issuance of paper money, 
food, luxury, articles of industry, mines, 
insurance, the mercantile marine, con- 
trol “of lake and coast fisheries, rail- 
rdads, dutomobile traffic, transporta- 
tion by land, water, and air, road con- 
struction, and theatres, 

Individual States will have legislative 
rights, but the imperial law will super- 
sede those of individual States. Each 
State must have a liberal constitution, 
with a Legislature elected by general, 
equal and secret ballot by all Germans, 
men and women. 

The Constitution lays down rules for 
altering the Empire territorially, provid- 
irig that plebiscites shall be held in dis- 
tricts affected. 

‘The Reichstag supersedes the tem- 
porary. National Assembly. It will be 
elected for a term of four years. 

The President and Chancellor. 

The President will be chosen by the 
entire German people instead of by the 
Assembly, and will hold office for a 
term: of seven years. He will represent 
the Empire under international law; will

O’Brien, in command of the Traffic 
Division, laid his plans for the hand- 
ling of what is ‘expected.-will be _the 
heaviest volume of street traffic that 
the police have ever been called upon 
to handle. Inspector O’Brien had not 
finished his. arrangements late last 
night; but it is certain that the’ number 
of police at all the heaviest traffic 
points, such as Times Square, Colum- 
bus Circle, and-at the important points 
in Fifth Avenue and the downtown ‘sec- 
tion, will be increased to three or four 
times the normal strength. Virtually 
every street intersection will have e po- 
licernhan™ detailed: to direct traffic, ; 

‘The policé estimated last night that’ 
the street traffic caused by the diver- 
sién of ail ftom the. sui 
‘way and elevated lines “to, the street 
level would cause an increase of at 
least 50 per cent. in the number -of 
yehicles passing on the north and solith 
lanes. 

Bvery police station in Manhattan and 
the Bronx has been supplied with adai- 
tional reserves withdrawn from service 
in the Brooklyn, Queens and Richmond 
stations, so that all_traffic jams may 
be handled. Bxtra patrolmen from: the 
stations also will be assigned to sub- 
way stations, as well as to piers, rail- 
way stations, intersecting «tree: car 
lines and all other places. where dan- 
gerous jams might be expected. 

Police automubiles were seut to Brook- 
lyn and Quecas yesterday to round up 
extra policemen at their homes and 
their stations so that they would be in 
Manhattan and: the Bronx ready for 
service this morning. They wilt remain 
on special duty at their’ new stations 
Y until the strike ends. Orders also have 
been sent to the police reserves to -pre- 
pare for the taking over cf the regular 
city patrols should it become necessary 
for the regular police to jeal with dis- 
orders or unusually large traffic jams. 

The numberof police that will be on 
duty or in reserve for any call will be 
moré than 6,000 in the ‘two boroughs.

**“We have obtained admissions from 
a number of the employes of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company that 
the bait was held out to them for in- 
creased wages depenauing upon the suc- 
cess ‘of the company in obtaining au- 
thority to raise the rate of fare. After 
the conference at the City Hall, Mr. 
Dooling and I, on Saturday night, ex- 
amined some twenty men of the ele- 
vated and subway lines, and we could 
not find one who had been at or could 
recall a meeting at which a suggestion 
had been made for a strike. 

‘* These men We questioned were at the 
Interborough Construction Building at 
156 Bast Forty-second Street. We taked 
with these men for an hour and a half. 
One of them, former Seeretary Mulligan 
of the Brotherhood of Interborough Em- 
ployes, told us that an official or rep- 
resentative of the Interborough had 
promised that, in the event of the com- 
pany getting additional income of three 
cents by an eight-cent. fare, the in- 
creased income would be divided in 
thirds, one of which wouid go to the 
men, and the remainder to be equally 
divided between the company and the 
city. 

‘* All of the men questioned dgreea as 
to the correctness of Mulligan’s state- 
ment as being in full accord with their 
understanding of the situation as it was 
known to the employes. These:men said 
that their only reason for striking was 
because “Mayor Hylan would not give 
them the money wanted. The whole 
trouble was with the city, they said, and 
they asserted that politicians had come 
into the controversy to make use of the 
situation in playing politics. with the 
people. 

‘“*“When I asked how they could ex- 
pect the city to raise their wages the 
reply was that it could be done by per- 
mitting the company to raise the fare:

Senator Lodge, in 
his attitude for reservations, has made 


‘it clear that he wants them made sub- 


ject to the acquiescence of the four 
principal allied powers. 

Hiven the so-called “‘ mild’’ reserva- 
tions, evolved by Senator McCumber, 
Senator McNary, and the others in the 
group of seven, the majority leaders 
say, would constitute changes that 
would recommit the treaty to the signa- 
tory powers. Mr. McCumber and Mc- 
Nary, however, think differently about 
this. They regard their reservations as 
of an interpretative nature and insist 
that they form a negtural ground for 
compromise between the opposition and 
the proponents of the League covenant. 

That the President will eventually 
come around to ‘‘ mildly interpretative °’ 
reservations is believed by the majority 
leaders. They take the statement of 
Senator Hitchcock to mean that Mr. 
Wilson is not at all sure that the treaty 
can be put through without reservations, 
and that, so long as they do not in- 
volve sending the treaty back to the 
nations signing it, including Germany, 
he. will not, in tie last stages of the 
fight, insist upon ratification without 
any qualification. 

The majority members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee expect to sound the 
President on reservations on Tuesday. 
The Executive will be plainly told that 
the majority of the Republican side in- 
sists on textual reservations as to 
Article 10, the Monroe Doctrine, purely 
American questions such as tariff and 
immigration and the withdrawal clause, 
the United States to reserve to itself 
the right to determine if its obligations 
to the League have been fulfilled. More 
than a hint will be conveyed, it is said, 
that if these changes are not made there 
will be more than a third of the Sen- 
ators who will vote to reject the treaty. 

Fears of Shantung Complications. 

As to Shantung, there is a sharp dif- 
ference of opinion on how the Senate 
should proceed. While the most radical 
of the majority Senators advocate a di- 
rect amendment, not all of those who 
find fault with the award to Japan 
favor that course. The procedure with 
the Shantung provision, so as to express 
the Senate majority’s disapproval and 
not bring about a difficult international 
mix-up, is to be worked out later. 

Not a few Senators who oppose the 
award are afraid that if the United 
States eliminates the Shantung settle- 
ment from the treaty it will have the 
effect of causing Japan to decline to be 
bound by that instrument. As Japan 
had the support of Great Britain and 
France in the award of the German 
rights in Shantung, it is argued that 
the latter two countries would find 
themselves in an embarrassing situa- 
tion if they did not back up the Mikado’s 
Government as against any attempt to 
withdraw from Japan the enjoyment of 
the Shantung privileges. 

A mere reservation expressing the dis- 
approval of the United States against 
the award to Japan is being talked of by 
some Senators, but this does not meet 
the approval of the majority, by any 
means. The Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee will grapple with the Shantung mat- 
ter this week, in an effort to arrive at 


a definite program.

“‘I took this course after consulting 
with a number of Senators. There has 
been a growing demand for action by 
the committee. It has hed the treaty 
since July 10. For five ‘weeks, there- 
fore the treaty has been in cold storage 
without a vote or any other action. 

‘The Senate is. waiting and the coun- 
try is waiting, and the impatience & in- 
creasing. Every one knows that the 
enemies of the treaty. control the com- 
mittee. Every one also. knows that they 
do not control the Senate, - Public senti- 
ment resents the suggestion that the op- 
ponents of the treaty might keep it 
locked up in committee, and this greatly 
delays ratification.”’

The Department of Justice is ‘asking 
for more laws with ‘sharper ‘*‘ teeth.”” 
The more laws there are, ‘the less they 
seem to be enforced. ‘There is the 
Sherman act. There are State antt- 
trust laws. Restraints of trade are 
an old common-law. offense, for that 
matter, and the war provisions against 
hoarding are still in force, though 
without penal sanction. If ampler 
legal identification is necessary, Con- 
gress should provide it, but it fs in 
the memory of Congress and the rest 
of us that in trust prosecutions juries 
and Judges have a way of’ displeasing 
the Department of Justice, no matter 
how. much. statutory thunder it is 
armed with. 

On the deep general causes of high 
prices, civil and criminal prosecutions, 
new penal statutes, legislation, regu- 
lation for the. hour may have some 
effect; yet there is a certain artifi- 
ciality, even a contagion, of high 
prices. which local applications may 
reduce. Close watch on prices. in 
every community, publicity of prices, 
the power of public. opinion, may 
heve considerable effect., If the public 
will try to put itself back into the 
patriotic, thrifty spirit of the Liberty 
and Victory Loan periods; if it. will 
rroduce all it can and save all it can, 
there will be the strong beginnings of 
an alleviation of prices. People will 
cry out against the cost of food, and 
yet frequent expensive restaurants 
which, in New York and everywhere 
else, are largely supported by persons 
of moderate means. What a wealth of 
diamonds and: automobiles’ has been 
acquired by honest souls that shudder 
at the high cost of living. Almost all 
of us ought to cry ‘* Peccayimus,’’ 
amend our ways, and learn something 
of the artistic economy of our French 
ond Italian friends. 

And while scapegoats are hunted 
and jail is the prescription for prof- 
iteers, suppose those who join in the 
hunt and call for the application of 
the prescription examine their own 
cases. Representatives of farmers’ 
organizations are pleading at Wash- 
ington for exemption from’ laws to 
regulate prices or distribution of food- 
stuffs. To jail with the accursed 
profiteering shoe manufacturers, but 
farmers are entitled to charge all they 
can get for their stuff. Down with 
the Coal Trust, if there is one! Put 
the packers behind the bars! And so 
on: How many coal dealers and 
butchers and grocers are short in 
weights and fantastically long in 
prices? In all this easy hue and cry 
against, the big game, don’t forget the 
smaller: Perhaps it is a series of con- 
tinuous petty squeezes that hurts the 
most and the'most of us. 

POLITICS GONE MAD. 

In a temperate and reasonable ar- 
ticle The Hartford Courant takes ex- 
ception to some remarks recently 
made in THe Times concerning the 
extraordinary fact that, while the Re- 
publican Senators are all opposed to 
any treaty indorsed by President W11- 
SON, they all give different reasons.

Not Forget. front as an artillery 
officer with the Canadian forces, ranks 
among the three or four men who have 
best described war from the standpoint 
of the eyewitness who was also an ac- 
tive participant in it, recently visited 
the occupied part: of Germany, and in 
the Magazine Section of THz Ties yes- 
terday was an article in which ‘he told 
what he saw there and what he felt and 
thought about it. 

Being a man of intelligence, the Lieu- 
tenant, unlike some other soidiers, 
lamentably and amazingly numerous, 
was not misled by the fact that in 
France, before the armistice, life was a 
continuity of hardship and deadly peril, 
while in the Rhine provinces, after the 
armistice, it was entirely .comfortable 
and safe. From this difference, fur the 
game reason, he did not conclude that 
the Germans are a better and kindlier 
people than the French. 

Instead, he kept steadily in mind how 
the Germans waged war, what they did 
to and in the lands their armies in- 
vaded, and the dreadful consequences 
to the whole world that have followed 
their effort to dominate it. So he did 
not view with satisfaction the absence 
of any marks of war in the German 
towns and villages. He contrasted them 
with what he saw in France and Bel- 
gium. He did not see racial superiority 
fn the smiles that Germans gave him, 
in their efforts to make his visit pleas- 
ant, in their faflure to remind him in 
any way that he was one of the men 
who had wrecked the German State 
and foiled the hopes and ambitions of its 
subjects. 

On the contrary, he was angered and 
disgusted that a defeated people should 
show no ‘signs of resentment, or éven of 
regret, for what had happened—that, 
having been savage while strong, they 
had turned servile when weak, and that, 
having lost the war, they were trying 
to win the peace by tricks and devices 
in moral: quality on a par with the use 
of poison gas, the sinking of ships with- 
out leaving a trace.behind, and the en- 
slavement of civilian populations,

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 17.—The' steel 
‘market has failed to maintain the pace 
‘of Improvement that characterized June 
and July. It is still strong and. active, 
but it has not experienced any further 
improvement in the past week or two. 
As soon as steel ‘market. conditions he- 
gan to improve, about the second week 
in May, there were some who immedi- 
ately cohcluded that the improvement 
would continue without interruption yn- 
til within a short time the mills would 
be.operating at. capacity and falling. be- 
hind . in-~ deliveries. It required a 


} Sanguine temperament and a vivid -im- 


agination to make such prognostivations, 
seeing that at the time the milla were 
operating at only 50 per cent. of ‘ca- 
pacity, but the predictions were made, 
nevertheless, 

Steel producers have no hesitancy in 
ascribing, a cause to the more conserv- 
ative spirit now in evidence, the cause 
being labor unrest. The steel mills have 
little expectation that there will be any 
labor difficulties within the industr). 
Their. fears relate to. what will occur 
with their customers. Striking a gén- 
eral average, much more 1 r is in- 
volved in the consumption or utilization 
of steel from the form in which it leaves 
the steel mills, than is involved in pro- 
ducing the metal. Very little steel 
passes from the mill direct into con- 
sumption or employment. If the cus- 
tomers of the steel industry are short 
of labor they cannot take as much steé} 
as they would otherwise be in a posi- 
tion to.use. 


, Production 73 Per Cent. of Capacity. 


Steel ingot production in July. was-at 
the rate of about 35,700,000 gross tons 
@ year, the computation being based 
upon the monthly ingot repoyt made by 
the American Iron and Steel Institute. 


Productive capacity is approximately 
49,000,000 tons,a year, so that operations 
in July were at about 73 per cent. of 
capacity. This compares with 67 per 
cent. in June, 54 per cent. in May, and 
65 per cent. in April,-so that the increase 
in production has been even more rapid 
than ‘was the previous decrease, Pro- 
duction at the end of July was at fully 
7) per cent. of capacity, while at the 
middle of May it evidently was at not 
more than about 50 per cent., so that 
there was an increase of one-half in the 
rate in the short space. of two and a@ 
half months. Production is now at 
about 80 per cent. of cape city, but after 
such a rapid increase ere may easily 
be a pause before further gains are 
made. 

Steel exports amount to something like 
20 pers cent. of the production. ‘The 
domestic consumption is remarkably 
large, in. view of the fact that several 
lines of consumption are’ taking little 
steel. Thus the railroads, which nor- 
mally take from.15 to 25 act cent. of the 
total steel output in rails, locomotives 
and cars, bridgtés buildings, &c., are 
now receiving podmroeiy any steel at.all. 
Again, normally, a very large ‘propor- 
tiom of the total steel produced passes 
into large permanent structures—bridges, 
skyscrapers, power plants and the like—

against. contracts. Most contracts al- 
ready are well specified against, 
consumers already ne gle. Placed speci- 
fications for shipment as late as Novem- 
ber. The large increase in the United 
States Steel Corporation’s unfilled ob- 
ligations during ‘June and July indi- 
eates the freedom with which contracts 
were offered ‘and accepted, the unfilled 
obligations having Increased by 610,545 
tons in June and 685,806 tons in July. 
In the six preceding months, December 
to. May, inclusive, there were .continued 
and fairly uniform. decreases averaging 
640,000 tons a month.. With the uncer- 
tainties that now surround the situation, 
however, mills are reported as being 
less willing to accept contracts than 
formerly. 

Iren ore shipments from the lakes in 
July amounted to 9,173,429 tons, making 
the season total to Aug. 1 © 25,181,848 
tons, or 15 per cent. less than the move- 
ment in the same period last year. 
Shipments, this month are greatly. re- 
stricted by the strikes of dock workers 
at the head of the lakes, but there will 
be no iron ore shortage,.as consumption 
last Winter and Spring fell far. short of 
the amount provided for by last s¢a- 
son’s shipments. 


_Scrap Market Still Dull. 


The-scrap market continues dull, with 
prices on a slightly lower level than « 
fortnight ago, and mills generally are 
indisposed ‘to: make additional purchases 
for the time being... The market fo 
longer is favorable for the disposal of 
scrap bought by dealers from the Goy- 
ernment for speculative purposes. The 
permit situation on the Pittsburgh & 
Lake Erie Railroad has put a lHittle 
cheap scrap into the’ market in cases 
in which permits were refused by con- 
signees at Monessém. The withdrawa 
of mills as buyers may be. attribute 
directly to their concluding that—it is 
cheaper to use more pig iron than pay
